Even though the individual elements are taught in various references, after careful 
consideration of the claims as it is concluded that the combination of claim 19 APA's 
reference with Buschbom's reference is not fairly suggested to one of ordinary skill even 
after consideration of the art. There is no motivation to obvious the combination as a 
whole. Applicants proposed unique design of the circuit board to facilitate escape at 
subsequent levels.
